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Chicago  Teachers  College  is  the  oldest  institu- 
tion of  higher  learning  in  Chicago.  Graduates  ha\e 
made  significant  contributions  to  education  over  the 
\cars.  We  have  chosen  the  eighty-fifth  anniversary 
ot  the  College  as  a  theme  for  this  yearbook  to  help 
us  c  oluaie  the  future  of  the  College  in  terms  of  its 
past  tknelopment  and  achievement. 

Carole   Jo\  Be)!)iei)iii  —  Alice   Bhiukman 
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Chicago  Teachers  College  celebrated  iis  eighty-titih  biriliila\  on 
September  22,  1954.  From  its  beginning  in  1869.  the  name  of  the  college 
has  changed  se\eral  times  —  Cook  County  Normal  School.  Chicago  Nor- 
mal School,  Chicago  Normal  College,  and  Hnallv  Chicago  Teachers 
College. 

Twenty  acres  of  land  were  gi\en  to  the  institution  in  1869  with  tlic 
condition  that  the  teacher  trraining  institution  ne\er  be  moxed. 

Daniel  Wentworth,  for  whom  the  neighboring  street  was  named, 
guided  the  school  from  its  inception  until  1882.  The  following  year 
Colonel  Frances  Wayland  Parker,  father  of  progi-essi\e  education,  took 
o\er  and  succeeded  in  making  this  training  school  superior  among  in- 
stitutions of  its  type. 

In  1905  the  College  moxed  into  the  present  building  with  a  new 
head,  Ella  Flagg  Yoimg.  She  later  became  Superintendent  oi  Schools. 

Many  inno\ations  ha\ e  occurred  on  campus  in  the  last  few  years. 
The  addition  of  Business  Education.  Industrial  Education,  a  Materials 
Center,  and  expanded  graduate  program,  a  North  Side  Campus,  and  a 
nature  camp  summer  school,  are  but  a  fe^v  of  the  newer  ieatines. 

All  of  this  grew  from  an  institution  whose  first  eight  \veeks  of 
acti\ity  were  confineil  to  the  limits  of  a  boxcar  more  than  eightv-fi\e 
years  ago  —  what  will  the  future  hold?

Swimming  has  long  been  a  fa\orite  acti\ity  of  many  students  at  CTC. 
X'aiious  swimming  experiences  are  provided  at  all  levels  of  ability  so  that 
students  can  progress  from  the  non-swimmers  stage  through  A.R.C.  Beginners, 
Intermediate,  Swimmers,  Life  Sa^■ing  phases.  For  the  more  \crsatile  swimmers 
the  synchronized  swimming  club  known  as  the  Tritons  holds  a  real  challenge. 

The  Tritons  first  came  into  being  in  the  1930's  under  the  inspirational 
teaching  and  guidance  of  Mrs.  Katharine  Curtis,  who  has  done  much  to  further 
the  development  of  svnchronized  swimming  in  the  United  States  as  ■well  as 
abroad.
